W ashington, Nov. 22 <ZP)— The 
changed party com plexion of the 
new congress due to Republican 
gains in senate and h ouse is not 
the only significant election result 
-^iwhich will confront the adm inis- 
frat ion leadership when th a t con­ 
gress assembles. 
Democratic losses In the north 
and w est returned the southern 
and border state D em ocrats to the 
balance-of-power position in the 
party that they held before the 
Dem ocratic congressional sw eeps 
of 1934 and 1936. 
In the last congress— the 75th 
— southern and border sta te D em ­ 
ocrats held 32 of the total of 76 
party votes in the senate. 
They 
have the sam e 32 in the new con­ 
gress out of a party total of 69 
votes, just less than half. 
M ore Than M ajority 
In the house of the 75th eon- 
.gress, Democrats from th e same 
slates cast 141 of the party’s total 
of 328 votes. 
In the 76th con­ 
gress they will have 141 votes out 
of a party total of 262. or more 
than 
a 
m ajority 
of 
the 
party 
strength. 
And the Democratic line-up from 
the south and the so-called border 
states like Maryland, W est Vir­ 
ginia. Kentucky, Missouri, T enn es­ 
see and Oklahoma, is virtually u n ­ 
changed from the 
old 
congress. 
The election brought only a few 
new faces from that area. 
Sena­ 
tor-elect Stewart of T en n essee is 
one. 
In the house there w ill he 
only 17 new Democrats from those 
states. 
Speculation Rife 
Already there in speculation as 
to just how this realignm ent r. 
relative 
strength 
betw een 
the 
northern and western Democrat? 
on the one hand and those from 
the 
“solid 
sou th ” 
and 
border 
states on th e other may effect par­ 
ty policy-m aking either In the next 
congress or in the 1940 presiden­ 
tial race preliminaries. 
There eau be little doubt that 
the southerners and border-starters 
will have the votes to veto any 
legislative proposal drawing their 
united opposition. 
It is a new factor the W hite 
H ouse and party leaders in con­ 
gress will have to weigh at every 
legislative or parliam entary step. 
The steam -roller of huge party 
m ajorities 
in 
both 
h ouses from 
non-southern states is no longer 
available. 
This 
situation 
has 
intensified 
the talk am ong W eshington politi­ 
cal observers as to w hether the 
southern 
Democrats 
will 
insist 
that the old “two-thirds ru le” be 
restored at the Democratic n a tio n ­ 
al convention in 1940. 
This rule 
required a two-thirds vote for a 
presidential 
or 
vice-presidential 
nom ination. 
For 
a 
century, it 
gave the solid south virtually a 
veto power over candidates.

They swore 
also, that testim ony 
the 
defense 
planned to Introduce that Living­ 
ston drank to excess before the kill­ 
ing 
would 
not 
influence 
them 
against him. 
Nine 
farmers 
were 
included 
among the jurors who finally were 
accepted. 
The woman, Mrs. Maude 
Norman, of Frost, a housewife, also 
is the wife of a farmer. 
Clare 
county Circuit Judge Ray Hart, be­ 
fore whom the trial will be heard, 
said he had two extra jurors drawn 
because of the possibility of illness 
or death during the trial, expected 
to run more than three weeks. Lots 
will be drawn at the completion of 
testimony to determine which Jur­ 
ors should be eliminated to bring 
the total to the statutory twelve. 
Livingston, who had fidgeted at 
times during the tedious two-day 
task of selecting the jury, appeared 
relieved at its completion. 
Two 
panels of petit Jurors and part of 
a third were exhausted by the at­ 
torneys. 
The jury is composed of Lloyd 
Edick. Clare m erchant; Elmer Am­ 
ble, Clare laborer, brother-in-law of 
Sheriff elect Heaver Amble; 
How­ 
ard Groves, of Hayes, truck driver; 
Mrs Norman; A. J. Morgan, Clare, 
beer distributor; and Fred Athey, 
of Arthur; John Cook, of Frost;

their g u n s’’ on the Jewish prob­ 
lem. 
The m eeting, first of a series of 
1,500 anti-Sem itic dem onstrations 
scheduled during the 
next 
few 
m onths, was held as Germany pre­ 
pared to press econom ic annihila­ 
tion of the Jews, a policy which 
appeared to be driving a wedge 
deeper between 
her 
and 
three 
great nations— the United States, 
France and Britain. 
Speaking in 
the 
Kroll 
opera 
house, Goebbels coupled 
his 
at­ 
tacks on Jews with yesterday’s d e­ 
bate in the British house of com ­ 
mons, when 
G erm any’s 
policies 
were criticized, and warned: 
“ lf the English want to con­ 
clude a binding friendship with 
the German people, 
they 
should 
not m ake this friendship depend­ 
ent on inner political German cir­ 
cum stances.” 
Earlier in the day Germany had 
received a United States note ask­ 
ing formal assurances that decrees 
ousting Jew's from German busi­ 
ness would not apply to A m eri­ 
can citizens, and informed quar­ 
ters had admitted the pressure on 
Jew s had greatly alienated French 
sentim ent conducive 
to 
a 
“ no 
more war” accord 
with 
France 
like that with Britain. 
“The behaviour of Jewry itself 
:n Germany compels a sweeping 
and sw ift solution,” Goebbels as­ 
serted. 
“The German nation today no 
longer will put up with interfer­ 
ence and a 
governess-like 
tute­ 
lage,” he said 
of 
parliamentary 
criticism in London. 
"They say: In

Monthly During Time of 
Litigation Of The Estate

Mrs. Annie Laurine Dodge, youth­ 
ful widow of Daniel

Dodge, 
will receive an allow ance of $5,- 
000 a month 
during 
litigation 
over her husband’s estate, under 
the terms of a com prom ise agree­ 
ment filed in probate court here 
today. 
The agreement is retroactive to 
Aug. 15, the date Dodge drowned 
following 
a 
dynam ite 
explosion 
at his northern Ontario sum m er 
home, and requests Glenn C. Gil­ 
lespie. special 
adm inistrator 
of 
the estate to pay Mrs. Dodge $10,- 
000 immediately. That would be 
the first money she had received 
from the estate. 
Asked F or $ 8 8 ,0 0 0 
Mrs. Dodge, daughter of a Man- 
itoulin 
Island 
(Ont. X 
tug-boat 
captain and a former telephone 
operator at Gore Bay, Ont., had 
asked for $33,000 a month, in a 
petition filed by Paul Orem 
her 
attorney, to enable her to “ live 
upon a scale in keeping with the 
Dodge fortune and family tradi­ 
tion.” 
Qren 
ami 
attorneys for Mrs. 
Matilda R. Wilson, D o d g e s mo til­ 
er and principal beneficiary under 
his will, agreed to tile lesser I ii in. 
The m onthly payments are to con­ 
tinue for one year, with the priv­ 
ilege of extension in the evenf the 
estate still is in litigation. 
The agreem ent also takes cog­ 
nizance of a dispute over the size 


of the estate. Dodge left $1,4 0 0 ,- 
000, represented by the residue of 
his life income from a $40,000,- 
000 trust fund 
established 
by 
John F. Dodge, motor magnate, 
for his children, and the w id ow ’s 
allowance is predicated upon that 
amount. 
Mrs. 
D odge’s attorney 
contends that the estate am ounts 
to $9,500,000, including 
Daniel 
Dodge’s 
interest 
in his fa th er’s 
estate. The agreement leaves the 
way open for Mrs. Dodge to peti­ 
tion for a nincrease in the a llo w ­ 
ance should the larger sum be fix­ 
ed as the amount of the estate. 
To Contest Will 
Mrs. Dodge has served notice 
that she would contest her h u s­ 
band’s will, which stated that the 
widow had signed a pre-nuptial 
agreem ent accepting $250,000 in 
lieu of other rights to the estate. 
A hearing on admissability of the 
will to probate had been set for 
Dec. 2, but the attorneys agreed 
today to a postponement to Jan. 
IO. A hearing on Oren’s petition 
for reopening of 
Mrs. 
W ilson’s 
final accounting as guardian of 
her son during his minority also 
is postponed to that date. 
Tile allowance agreed upou to­ 
day is the second largest in tile 
history of Oakland county probate 
court.

was $10,000

And above all else the 
governor-elect

his every waking hour for many weeks to 
come, when he finally returns to Michi­ 
gan, to face the music. 
In every county in 
every campaign there are those who 
be­ 
come vigorous supporters of a candidate, 
merely because of w hat they hope to get 
out of It for themselves, lf their candidate 
should wrln. 
This has always been so and 
it probably will always be true and there 
isn t much anyone can do about it, hut the 
multiplicity of job seekers make the life 
of a successful candidate a nightmare, for 
all can neither be placed nor satisfied. 
There will be jobs to fill at Lansing, of 
course, and Gov. Fitzgerald should 
have 
no compunction in making his 
own

pointments for key positions, for the New'

Americans hardly realize what a prize 
South America is. 
It is larger than 
the 
United States and Canada put together. It 
has a population of 85,000,000 people. Its 
nations are known as the ten sisters and 
they range from a diminutive state like 
Paraguay with 8 51,000 people to a huge 
state like Brazil with 45,000,000 — more 
populous than England or France. 
It is an almost fabulous storehouse of 
treasure— 95 per cent of the world’s

petroleum; the world’s

second place. 
She has cut into our share. 
In 1 9 29 we sold Soul Ii America $36 out of 
every $100 of goods she bought abroad. In 
1 936 this had dropped to $29.40. T h a t’s 
a I o h s of $6.60 in the hundred.

that gain was picked ut) 
by 
Germany. 
England hasn’t lost so much, 
but

m any’s increase has put the Nazi traders 
in second place. 
This is more striking lf we look at the 
facts in particular countries.

As the United States has vast

sisters, however, it Is natural th a t both 
countries should feel apprehensive.

Germ any’s share of that trade should pro­ 
v o k e anything more than an awakening of 
American business men. In other words 
Germany, Italy and Japan have as much 
right to sell to th** South Americans 
as 
we have, lf those people wish to buy from 
them. 
T h a t ’s not a problem to he dealt 
with by means of un army and navy. 


But another factor enters this ominous 
equation. It is conceded that the fascist 
countries are within their rights iii seek­ 
ing trade south of the equator. 
But it is 
said that it is not merely planes they sell, 
but philosophy; not just textiles and steel 
and gadgets, hut Ideas 
in short, fascism. 
it is uot merely thai they make sales, but 
the m anner In which they do it and the 
general attack upon democracy with which 
they accompany their 
sa le s 
campaigns. 
The Drum m ers of 
Democracy, 
we 
are 
warned, fall far behind 
the 
Factors 
of 
Fascism. That is the complaint.

Washington— It is a deep State Depart­ 
ment secret, but Australia has put 
out 
feelers toward tying up with the U. 
S. 
Pacific defense system. 
Behind the move is a 
growing 
fear 
among Australians th a t because of their 
leaning toward state socialism, the 
pro- 
Nazi clique controlling the Chamberlain 
government is prepared to sacrifice th em 
to make a deal with Japan in China, just 
as the Czechs were sold down the 
river 
to woo Hitler’s good will in central E u ­ 
rope. 
Several years ago the Australian labor 
government thum bed its nose at the 
de­ 
mands of London money powers. 
W ith 
these powers now in the saddle in Down­ 
ing Street, the Australians are afraid th a t 
the financial interest will toss Australia 
on the Japanese chopping block to save 
their holdings in China. 
To circumvent such a trade the A ustra­ 
lians are prepared to shift their external 
orientation completely. 
Instead of facing 
toward the East and thinking in terms of 
the British Empire, they would turn w est­ 
ward and become p art of the

continent orbit. 
To effect this new alignment the A ustra­ 
lians would establish a line of

naval bases th a t would tie in with

lightening Its schedule,” Athletic 
Director T. Nelson Metcalf said to­ 
day.

But if the 
university administration thinks a 
schedule in which the team plays 
smaller schools is harmful to pub­ 
lic relations, I do not look with 
jfavor upon the abolition of in- 
reollegiate football.”

Berwanger, 
have 
declined 
steadily. 
Dropped By Illinois 
Attendance hit a new low this 
season. The “ top” was about 6,- 
.500 paid for the Chicago-College 
of the Pacific game— “homecom­ 
ing” for A. A. Stagg, Pacific coach 
who tutored the Maroons in their 
glory days. Recently Illinois sus­ 
pended 
gridiron 
relations 
with 
Chicago for 1940 because the II- 
llni officials desired 
a

team for its closing game. 
Metcalf pointed out that with a 
majority 
of 
students 
entering 
Chicago with advanced scholastic 
standings athletic material is re­ 
duced. Coach Clark Shaughnessy 
said: “There is no remedy save to 
lighten our schedule. If I were to 
turn out the strongest team, I’d 
take about 12 players and let the 
rest of them go.

signed as a formality. 
Denies Unfriendliness 
Angrily, Bowman denied that 
he was unsympathetic to football 
or unfriendly to Coach Jock Suth­ 
erland, pledged continuance of the 
“code,” and blamed athletic trou­ 
bles on “ unofficial m anagers” in­ 
side and outside the university. 
He added: 
“Only half an hour ago I re­ 
ceived a threat, and I have re­ 
ceived numerous others, telling 
me that I must back down in my 
stand on P itt’s athletic policy or 
take the consequences.” 
Dr. Norman C. Ochsenhirt, head 
of the letter club, disclosed that he 
called Bowman shortly before the 
speech.
